That is a fine tribute which Mr. John D. Rocke­ 
feller, jr., pays to Mr. Thomas Alva Edison In a letter 
to Edward L. Ber nays, of New York, concerning the 
fiftieth anniversary celebration on October 21 of 
the Edison incandescent lamp. 
‘‘Thomas A. Edison’s invention of the incandescent 
lamp fifty years ago," writes Mr. Rockefeller, "was 
m uch more than a scientific invention, 
It was Hie 
beginning of a new era in which electricity, a nat­ 
ural force having infinite possibilities of usefulness, 
was to be harnessed By man and m ade to serve 
him in countless ways. 
This celebration of 'Light’s 
Golden Jubilee’ leads us to reflect upon tile bless­ 
ings which tho electric light has brought to millions 
upon millions of people throughout the world " 
Such an utterance coming from some quarters 
m ight not Impress us greatly, but coining from the 
younger Rockefeller it carries weight, 
lie is an 
able man, in his way one of the ablest in the coun­ 
try. 
Ho is a deep student of the past as well as 
of the affairs of today. 
Ile probably is in closer 
touch with the entire world anil its affairs than 
any man of the times with the possible exception 
of President Hoover. He never speaks rashly, and 
never without thought. 
When such a man gives 
credit to another for bringing about a new era, and 
that era the most wonderful one in scientific and 
m echanical ways in all history, it must be accepted 
at its full worth. It is a tribute which should warm 
the heart of Thomas A. Edison, thus recognized as 
one of m an ’s greatest benefactors.

John S. Thorne, of New York, opened a savings ac­ 
count in 1819 with tho Bank for Savings, in that city. 
On Aug. 15, he deposited $10 and added $5 more on 
Aug. 26. 
Thus was started the oldest savings ac­ 
count in the United States. 
No withdrawals had ever been made from the ac­ 
count until Aug. 15, 1929, when his heirs discovered 
it and were able to take home $2,773 86, an increase 
of $2,758.86 over the original deposit.

cians may compute it for themselves, If they doubt. 
John S. Thorne did not benefit by his $15 deposit 
in the year 1819, but no one can deny th at lie took 
a very direct way to create a small estate out of 
practically nothing. 
He never missed the $15, but 
his heirs would feel acutely the loss of more than 
$2,500.

Resignations from jobs 
began to increase again reaching 51 per cent in 1922 
and 74.9 in 1923. 
Prom then on the percentages dwindle gradually or 
hold rather steady with scarcely any ups and downs. 
For 1928, the last full year, the quitting rate was 
down to 25 8 per cent, the discharge rate only 4.8 
lier cent unci the layoff rate but 6.5 per cent. 
These figures, set against tho figures for the rate 
at which ne w workers were added to factory staffs, 
show then that in 1919 labor turnover was 90.3 per 
cent, in 1920 had risen to 123.4 per cent but last 
year was down to only 37.1 per cent.

units. The British say they cannot 
scrap down to the A m erican level, 
and that leaves tills adm inistration 
no alternative hut to go ahead with 
the building program that congress 
insisted upon. 
This much, it w as learned today 
has been determ ined 
fairly defi­ 
nitely in the Dawes-MacDonald ne­ 
gotiations. 
Although President H oover was 
strongly desirous of avoiding any 
further naval construction, for rea 
sons of economy 
as 
well as of 
world policy. B ritain’s unwilling 
ness to do any appreciable scrap­ 
ping of cruisers m ay yet prove a 
blessing in disguise for th e adm in­ 
istration. F or one thing, It will let 
Mr. Hoover out of a fight w ith con­ 
gress that was inevitable over the 
executive suspension of the three- 
y ear program. 
Congress is ra th e r touchy con 
cerning its constitutional preroga 
fives, and some of the best const) 
tutionul authorities in botli houses 
have 
questioned 
the 
president’s 
legality to suspend the cruiser pro 
gram. 
Moreover, Hie satisfaction in con­ 
gress over having imposed its will 
upon the W hite House m ay m ake 
Hie 
legislators m ore kindly 
dis­ 
posed toward some of the ponces 
glens which will he m ade to the 
British adm iralty In other dlrec 
lions. 
T here are Increasing Indications 
that th . American governm ent Is 
prepared to make some real con­ 
cessions to the British in the field 
of small cruisers. 
At Geneva, the American dele­ 
gation, backed 
by 
its naval ex­ 
perts, took tho ad am an t position 
that a cruiser was a cruiser. 
Now it appears th at Hie Amerl

At Geneva, Hugh S. Gibson, the 
chief of the American delegation, 
on the advice of the American ad 
m inds present, took quite a posi­ 
tive position on this question.

In addition to being a victory 
for the city m anager form of city 
government, tho election was a vic­ 
tory for a newly organized polit!

gressive Government league. This 
new organization was Jubilant to­ 
day over its defeat of a veteran 
political machine, the highly-touted 
Republican organization.
